At any rate, A. (s, testi-
mony remains, notwithstanding
the fact that Mr. D. tries to make
it appear that he didn’t mean
what he said.

Then Mr. D. undertakes to help
himeelf out of the dilemma, by
perile argument (?) of obeying in
the spirit without the letter. But
in 8o doing Mr. D. acts on the
game principle that an old lady
did, who professed to be a chris-
tian, and was stealing hay; but to
ease her conscience, (and, like Mr,
D. keep the law in the spirit) said
while pulling out the hay. “No
difference what your hands are
doing just o your heart is right.”
A person mu{ keep the law in
the letter, while violating it in the
gpirit, as Christ shows in Malt. 5:
28 that lustful thoughts are a vio-
lation of the law; but it is utterly
imposgible for any one to violate
the law in the letter, (that is do
the outward act) and keep it in the
apirit.

Let us examine the law and see
if the letter can be changed and
the spirit remain the same. “Thou
shall not bear false witness against
thy neighbor.” How shall we
change that? TProbably to leave
out “not” would pleage some,

“Thou shall not kill.”

“Thou shalt not steal” ete.

Any fair minded reasoner can
see that the forms or letter cannot
be changed without destroying the
genie of the language. it is
with all of them, except the fourth
commandment, and when that is
reached lo; prESTO! change! and
SUNDAY gtands in place of the Sab-
bath of the Lord; an institution too
without so much as g line of Berip-
ture intimating its sacrednesg, or
gshowing that the followers of
Christ are to keep it.

8o the whole law is made null
and void in order to get rid of the
Sabbath, and then the other nine
aommundments are grateful back
in, and Sunday a spurious “Lord’s
day” is put in place of the true.
Buch are some of the fallacies of
Antinomianism.

I reiterate the statement to
which Mr. . takes exceptions that
A.C,, Mr. D. and all others who
hold to such pernicions doe-
trines ArE ANTINOMIANS, I will prove
it:

Webster in his unabridged die-
tionary editlun 1886 thus defines
“Antinomian:”"—“One of a sect
who were charged with maintain-
ing that under the gospel dispen-
sation the moral law is of no use
or obligation.,” Aund he further
gays under “Law"” def. 9 Moral
Law—The moral law is summarily
contained in the decalogue, writlen
by the finger of God on two tables
of stone, and delivered to Moses
on M¢t, Sinai. Ex, 20. So, accord-
ing to Mr, Wehster an Antinomian
is one who denics the binding
force of the decalogue or ten com-
mandments, and Mr. D. is surely
one of the most Pronmmcml of that
class, 8o, if Webster understands
the use of the English language
I am correot in my naming Mr. 1).
an Antinomian, and I have noth-
ing to retract.

But let us see further, if my use
of it is in common parlance of the
term.

John Wesley says:—‘“Beware of
Antinomianism, making void the
law, or any part of it through
faith. ... Let this be our voice I
prize they commandments above
gold or precious stones; Oh! what
love-have I unto thy law?”

Christain Perfection pp 44, 45.

Again he says:—\What is Autino-
mianism?  Ans.  The doctrine
which makes void the law through
faith.  What are the main pillars.
thereof? Ans (1) That Christ
abolished the moral law; [the ten
commn.ndnmnls] (2) That there-

fore christians are not obliged to
observe it; (3) That one branch of
ohristians liberty is liberty from
~heying the commandments of

“Of all the absuraities and abomi-
nations which have assumed the
name of religion, I know of none
more pernicious snd  atheistical
in its tendency than the sentiment
which is tenaciously maintained
by modern Antinomians ‘that
l{ristinns are set free from the
law of God as arule of conduet.”
All this strikes Mr. D. square in
the face, forhe said in the presence
of a large number at the tent, that |*
the law of God, the ten command-
ments were “u dead issue,”
Further Mr. D. says if[ am a
christian in trath and nbe;v the
eommnndmenls of God in Ex. 20
“why not be circumsized
keep the Passover?”

One would scarcely expect such
brillianey of reasoning from such
a source but it ig hard toteill
what straights a man may be
driven into when he shuts his |
eves to the truth of God.

Truly the Lord said of such a |
class. “For this people’s heart is
waxed gross, and their ears and eyes
THEY HAVE cLoskp; lest at any
time they should see with their
eyes, and hear with their ears, and
should understand with their
heart, and should be converted,
and I should heal them.” Matt.
13: 1b.

God spoke hiz eternal law with
his own voice, and wrote it on two
tables of stone, and he neither
wrote anything else, nor spoke
an)’thing else publicly to the peo-
ple. “And the Lord alpulw unto
you out of the midst of the fire;
ye heard the voice of the words
but saw no similitude; only ye
heard a voice, and he declared un-
to you his covenant which he
commanded you to perform even
TEN CcOMMANDMENTE; and he wrote
them on twe tables of stone. Out
of heaven he made thee to hear
his voice that he might instruct
thee.” Deut. 4: 12, 13, 36,

“These words the Loid spake
unto all your assembly in the
mount out of the midst of the fire
of the eloud, and of the thick dark-
nese with a great voice, and ue
ADDED No Morg.” Deut 5: 22,

In that greal law there is not
a word about circumeision, or the
Passover, or any offerings, or cere-
monial rites, Those things were
gome of them shadows pointing
forward to Christ, and when he
came they were all nailed to the
crosg and ceagsed; but all the pro-
phets and apostles testify to the
perpeutity and everlasting obliga-
tions of the ten commandments,
“That law which said thou shalt
not kill.” Christ came to honor
obey and maGNiry the law instead
of to abolish it. [sa, 42: 21.

BSo it is neither logic, reason,
nor Seripture which asks that men
obgerve all the ceremonies and
rites of the Theocracy of Israel.
The penalty for the violation of
the law of God ig not enjoined in
the law; only the Word says:
“The wages of sin is death.” Rom,
G: 28. Nothing is said in the Sab-
bath commandment about offering
sacrifices, gathering sticks, or
building a fire,

All those céremonial and civil

rites censed when the great antici-
pated Lamb—Christ—wascrucified
when type met antitype, when
shadow met substance, when
Christ said “It is finished,” and
“the vail of the temple was rent
in twain from the top to the bot-
tom,"” and the whole of the sanct-
uary service—offerings, rites, and
ceremonies—was ended; and the
law concerning them “abolished in
his flesh;” Christ “nailing it to
his eross.” Hence we find that
“Circumeision is nothing but the
keeping of the commandments of
God” [is something] 1 Cor. 7: 19.
Christ did not pretend to give
any “new law,” but plainly said
he came to “fulfill” or oney, He
kept the ten commandments, and
says, “Whosoever thereforce ghall
break one of these least command-
mente, and shall teach men so, he
ghall be called the least in the
kingdom of heaven; but whosoever
shall po and TeAcu them, the same
shall be called great in the king-
dom of heaven.” Matt, 5: 9.
To keep the commandments will
insure eternal life; but as no one
can keep them unless Chuist
dwells within him, there is “noth-
ing can equal the ten command-
ments” because they are the only
ones which show sin and makes
us need Christ. 8o the Lord says,
“Let us hear the conclusion of the
whole matter; fear God and keep
his commandments, for this is the
wioLE pury of man” Eeel. 12
13.

Christ says, “Blessed are they
that po hiz commandmentd that
they may have right to the tree of
life, and may enter in through the
gatos into the city.”
